THE WAR ON MOSQUITOES. 
N his “The New Decalogue: of Sci- 
ence” Wiggam suggests that insects 
may finally drive men off the earth. 
It is true that men are winning the 

batle up to date, but insects are ifke the 

English people—they lost battles, but 

they win wars. 

It is Wiggam’s contention that we are 
mollycoddling men wuntf} the capacity 
of the stock to mght is petering out; 
whereas the fight of insedts to survive is 
resulting in wiping out all but the hard 
to kill strains, Whether or not this is 
true, it behooves us to learn all we can 
about harmful insects. 

~~ 

At the present time, so far as the 
United States is concerned, the most 
harmful insect is the malaria bearing 
group of mosquitoes. For practical pur- 
poses, malaria is carried over from the 
autumn of one year to about May of the 
next by infected human beings. The 
mosquitoes hatched fn the spring find tn- 
fected men réady to infect them, in order 
that they may infect other men Tne 
malaria mosquitoes make up the other 
half of the picture. 

North of the thirty-second parallel, 
that is, a line through Savannah, Ga: 
Montgomery, Ala.; Vicksburg, Miss. ; 
Shreveport, La.; E] Paso, Tex., and San 
Diego, Cal., mosquitoes hibernate. How- 
ever, at times, both: mosquitoes and flies 
are-carried into this more northern terri- 
tory by trains at all seasons of the year. 
South of this line it has been found that 
malaria mosquitoes do not hibernate, 
though when the weather is quite co'd 
they become less active, 

In experiments made by the public 
health service in Louisiana, southern 
Alabama, and Mississippi, it was found 
that malaria mosquitoes lay eggs, eggs 
hatch into wigglers, pupate, and finaily 
become adult mosquitoes, all winter 
long. As a rule mosquitoes do. not feed 
on human blood during cold weather. A 
tong time ago the mosqtito learned the 
lesson which Ghandi is tryirg to teach 
the world of humans, namely, :hat ro 
resistance was the best resistance, at 
least at times,

When the weather is cold and life for 
the mosquito is hard, that astute animal 
takes no chances on being kilied by man.

In making the investigations 
the government mosquito experts set 
traps consisting of boxes lined with
